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Foreword 



The General Aptitude Test Battery (GATE) was 
developed by the United States Employment Serv- 
ice and has been used since 1947 by State em- 
ployment service offices. Since that time the GATE 
has been included in a continuing program of re- 
search to validate the tests against success in many 
different occupations. Because of its extensive re- 
search base, the GATB has come to be recognized 
as the best validated multiple aptitude test battery in 
existence for use in vocational guidance. 

Many schools and other organizations have been 
authorized to use the GATB for counseling and re- 
search. Information regarding release of the GATB 
tests for these purposes may be obtained from 
State Employment Services. 

The Manual for the General Aptitude Test Bat- 
tery is published in four separate sections as fol- 
lows: 

Section I. Administration and Scoring, contains 
the procedures for administration and scoring 
of the GATB, and conversion of the raw test 
scores to aptitude scores. Separate editions of 
Section I are published for Forms A and B and 
for Forms C and D. 

Section II. Norms, Occupational Aptitude Pat- 
tern Structure, contains the GATB occupational 
aptitude pattern structure which is used for 
counseling purposes. GATB norms for adults 
and 9th and 10th graders are shown for occu- 
pational families. 

Section III. Development, contains historical 
information on the development of the GATB; 
procedures for GATB occupational validation 
research; statistics on the relationships be- 
tween the GATB and other tests; information on 
the effects of age, sex, minority group status, 
cultural exposure, disabilities and training on 
aptitude scores; information on the develop- 
ment of GATB norms for 9th and 10th graders; 
and guidelines for using GATB results. 
Section IV. Norms, Specific Occupations, 
contains GATB aptitude test norms used for 
selection for specific occupations. Also includes 
alphabetical and industrial indices of the many 
occupations for which norms have been de- 
veloped.

The following are the definitions of the nine ap- 
titudes measured by the GATB: 

G Intelligence. General learning ability. The 
ability to "catch on" or understand instructions 
and underlying principles; the ability to reason 
and make judgments. Closely related to doing 
well in school. Measured by Parts 3, 4, and 6. 

V Verbal Aptitude. The ability to understand 
meaning of words and to use them effectively. 
The ability to comprehend language, to under- 
stand relationships between words and to under- 
stand meanings of whole sentences and para- 
graphs. Measured by Part 4. 

N Numerical Aptitude. Ability to perform arith- 
metic operations quickly and accurately. Meas- 
ured by Parts 2 and 6. 

S Spatial Aptitude. Ability to think visually of 
geometric forms and to comprehend the two- 
dimensional representation of three-dimensional 
objects. The ability to recognize the relationships 
resulting from the movement of objects in space. 
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P Form Perception. Ability to perceive pertinent 
detail in objects or in pictorial or graphic material. 
Ability to make visual comparisons and discrimi- 
nations and see slight differences in shapes and 
shadings of figures and widths and lengths of 
lines. Measured by Parts 5 and 7. 

Q Clerical Perception. Ability to perceive perti- 
nent detail in verbal or tabular material. Ability to 
observe differences in copy, to proofread words 
and numbers, and to avoid perceptual errors in 
arithmetic computation. A measure of speed of 
perception which is required in many industrial 
jobs even when the job does not have verbal or 
numerical content. Measured by Part 1 . 

K Motor Coordination. Ability to coordinate 
eyes and hands or fingers rapidly and accurately 
in making precise movements with speed. Ability 
to make a movement response accurately and 
swiftly. Measured by Part 8. 

F Finger Dexterity. Ability to move the fingers, 
and manipulate small objects with the fingers, 
rapidly or accurately. Measured by Parts 1 1 and 
12. 

M Manual Dexterity. Ability to move the hands 
easily and skillfully. Ability to work with the hands 
in placing and turning motions. Measured by 
Parts 9 and 10. 



The OAP Structure 
and Its Use 
in Counseling 



This section of the Manual for the GATB contains 
GATE aptitude norms for use in counseling. The 
norms are applicable for use with all forms of the 
GATB, and separate levels of cutting scores have 
been established for adults, ninth graders, and tenth 
graders. 

The aptitude norms are referred to as Occupa- 
tional Aptitude Patterns (OAPs). Each OAP consists 
of the most important aptitudes, with associated 
critical scores, for a group of occupations which 
have similar aptitude requirements. The 1979 revi- 
sion of the OAP structure contains 66 OAPs cover- 
ing 97% of the non-supervisory occupations listed in 
the Guide for Occupational Exploration (U.S. 
Department of Labor 1979). 



Applicability 



The OAPs are closely related to the Work Groups 
of the Guide for Occupational Exploration. Table 
1 lists the OAPs, the Work Group to which each 
applies, and the limits of specific occupational 
coverage for each OAP.

"This refers to the 4th digit of the 9-digit DOT code shown for each occupation in the Guide 
for Occupational Exploration Work Group listings of occupations. The OAP applies to all of 
the nonsupervisory occupations with the 4th digit DOT codes indicated. 

The following points about Table 1 should be 
noted: 

M Some OAPs apply to all of the non-supervisory 
occupations within the Work Groups to which 
they relate. Other OAPs have somewhat more 
limited applicability, as indicated by the "appli- 
cable DOT data codes" for the Work Group to 
which the OAP applies. Only occupations with 
these Data codes (fourth digit of the nine-digit 
DOT code) are covered by the OAP. For exam- 
ple, Table 1 indicates that OAP 1 is applicable 
only to occupations in Work Group 01 .01 which 
have "O" data codes. Thus, Playwright 
131 .067-038 is covered by OAP 1 because it is 
in Work Group 01 .01 and the data code (4th 
digit) is "O". However, OAP 1 does not apply to 
Producer 187.167-174, which is also in Work 
Group 01 .01 , because it does not have a "O" in 
the 4th digit of its DOT code. The reason for 
not extending OAP coverage to all non- 
supervisory occupations was that the research 
did not indicate positive confirmation of OAP 
norms applicability to a relatively few occupa- 
tions with atypical Data codes. 

H It was not possible to develop OAPs for 7 of the 
66 Work Groups because of the variability of 
aptitude requirements within these groups. 

M It was necessary to establish two OAPs for 
each of 7 Work Groups to reflect adequately 
the difference in aptitude level requirements of 
occupations in the Work Group. 

OAP users should be aware that the aptitude re- 
quirements for supervisors and workers may be

though Editor, Publication 132.037-022 is in Work 
Group 01.01, OAP 1 does not apply to this occupa- 
tion because of its supervisory nature, as indicated 
by the "3" in the 5th digit of the DOT code. Instruc- 
tors and helpers may also have somewhat different 
aptitude requirements from other workers. These 
occupations can be identified by their titles. 
Tables 2 and 3 show Ninth and Tenth grade ao- 



tion during high school (U.S. Department of Labor 
1970). These tables are the basis for determining 
the 9th and 10th grade cutting scores correspond- 
ing to adult cutting scores for OAPs and SATBs. 

Matching Scores with Norms 

The Standard Error of Measurement (SE m ) of a 
test is an index of the reliability of individual scores 
on the test. The SE m is expressed in the same units 
as the test score itself. The following SE m 's have 
been established for the nine aptitudes of the GATE 
(U.S. Department of Labor 1970): 



G-6 points 
V-6 points 
N-6 points 
S-8 points 
P-9 points 



Q-9points 
K-7 points 
F-12 points 
M-11 points 



The individual's GATB scores are compared with 
norms for an GAP and a letter grade "H" "M" or "L" 
is assigned for the occupation. The procedure for 
assigning a letter grade is as follows: 

1. If the individual's obtained scores meet or ex- 
ceed all three of the norms, a letter grade of 
"H" is assigned. 

2. If the individual's obtained scores plus one 
standard error of measurement (SE m ) meet or 
exceed all three of the norms, a letter grade of 
"M" is assigned. 

3. If the individual's scores are below the re- 
quirements for an "M", the letter grade "L" is 
assigned.

For OAP-46, the obtained scores meet or exceed 
all four of the norms. Therefore, the letter grade is 
"H". For OAP-6, the obtained scores do not meet all 
the norms. (The Aptitude S score of 85 is below the 
norm of 90.) However, the obtained score plus 1 
SE m (93 for Aptitude S) exceeds the norms. There- 
fore, the letter grade is "M". For OAP-22, neither 
-the obtained scores nor the obtained scores plus 1 
SE m meet the norms. (The Aptitude N score plus 1 
SE m is 88, which is below the norm of 90 for Ap- 



Card, are described in Section I of the Manual for 
the General Aptitude Test Battery (U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor, in press). 

Interpretation 

The interpretation of GAP letter grades is as fol- 
lows: 

H The individual's scores equal or exceed those 
of workers judged to be satisfactory in the oc- 
cupations. If also qualified on the basis of fac- 
tors other than aptitudes, there is a good prob- 
ability that he/she will do well on the job. 

M The individual's scores are close to those of 
workers judged to be satisfactory in the occu- 
pations. However, the chances of doing well on 
the job are somewhat lower than that of per- 
sons in the "H" category. 

L The individual's scores are similar to or below 
those of workers found to be unsatisfactory in 
the occupation. The probability of being satis- 
factory on the job is low and he she should be 
considered for other jobs which utilize stronger 
aptitudes.

of College Success 

Research done on the relationship between per- 
formance on the GATB and academic success in 
college has resulted in the following Aptitude G 
norms for different types of college, as follows:

Note on Use of 
SATBs in Counseling 

Specific Aptitude Test Batteries (SATBs) (U.S. 
Department of Labor, in press) are used primarily in 
selection situations in which applicants for a par- 
ticular job are to be screened partly on the basis of 
their aptitude qualifications. Thus, whenever the 
counselee becomes a candidate for a specific job 
opening for which an SATB is available and appro- 
priate, the SATB should be used to determine ap- 
titude qualifications. There may be some other situ- 
ations where SATBs would be useful in the coun- 
seling process. For example, SATBs used in appli- 
cant screening for employers in a particular local 
office might be applied to a counselee's aptitude 
profile to determine which of the SATB-covered jobs 
could be referral possibilities. In general, the OAPs 
should be the primary basis for determining aptitude 
qualifications of counselees, but SATBs may be 
applied selectively whenever their use would en- 
hance opportunities for suitable placement in a spe- 
cific job. Such selective use requires considerable 
judgment on the part of the counselor. 



3, 

Patterns and 
Listings 

Chapter 2 describes the OAPs and their applica- 
bility to Work Groups of the Guide for Occupa- 
ttonal Exploration. No additional information is re- 
quired to apply the GAP system operationally. How- 
ever, some counselors may not have access to the 
Guide for Occupational Exploration. And others 
might prefer to work with a more limited listing of 
occupations in the initial stages of test interpretation 
process. For these reasons, it was decided to in- 
clude in Section II a separate chapter providing 
selected listings of occupations for the OAPs. The 
criteria for the selection of occupations to be listed 
were as follows: 

m Include only occupations which meet applica- 
bility standards indicated in Table 1 . 

B Include occupations which have relatively high 
employment and job opportunity rates, as re- 
flected in Bureau of Labor Statistics and 
Bureau of Census data. 

B Include emerging new occupations. 

S Include occupations needed to make the list 
representative of the range of occupations in a 
Work Group. 

The selection of the occupations to be listed was 
facilitated by making use of the research done by 
Appalachia Educational Laboratory, Inc. to develop 
the occupational listings included in the Worker 
Trait Group Guide (Winefordner 1978). 

The OAPs and selected lists of occupations cov- 
ered are shown on the following pages. The total 
number of occupations included in these lists is: 
2,556 as compared to 10,993 nonsupervisory occu- 
pations listed in the Guide for Occupational Exp- 
loration. For occupations not listed on these pages, 
the counselor should consult the Guide, using the 
applicability standards shown in Table 1 .
